years in the service. 

The purpose of the or= 
ganization is to transport 
combat zone casualties from 
ports of debarkation within 
the Third Service Gommand 
to MeGuire General Hospital, 
and to transport the same 
casualties, after a brief 
stay in McGuire, to Army 
general hospitals nearer 
their homes. 

MeGuire General has been 
designated by the War De~ 
partment as an evacuation 
center for the Hampton 
Roads Port of Debarkation, 
Newport News, Va. Most 
patients. remain here for 
only afew days and are 
transferred to . hospitals 
nearer. their. homes pro- 
vided the selected hospi- 
tals have room and facili- 
ties for their treatment. 

The Third Service Com- 
mand Cesualty Transporta- 
tion Unit (13llth) consists 


of officers and men speci~ 
fically. trained to serve 


hospital trains. Doctors 
and nurses from the hospi- 
tal attend to medical needs 
of the men while en route.

While en route, 
train commanders telegraph 
ahead to military stations 
along the roada to replen= 
ish the supplies. Trained 
cooks and kitchen police 
do the rest. Meals are 
served hot and on time’ to 
the petients,”* he said. 


Major Larsen described 
the procedure for an aver= 
age train by saying: “A 
train pulled out of Me- 
Guire General Hospital 
shortly before noon. At 
twelve o'clock the pa- 


tients were eating a din- 
ner of roast beef, mashed 
potatoes, gravy, fresh 
vegetable salad, sliced 
tomatoes, ice cream, milk, 
and coffee. To accomplish 
this, the kitchen person- 
nel had bsen hard at work

In order to bring about 
this gradual demobiliza-= 


tion of excess personnel, 
the Army first will trans- 
fer many men from theaters 
no longer active to the 
Pacific war zone, or from 
the United States to the 
Pacific war zone.

the major commands in the 


United States will be as- 
sembled in the U. S. From 
- among them, some men will 
be declared essential, and

To determine the fairest 
method of discharging men, 
the WD went to the sol- 
diers themselves.

‘As finally worked out, 
the plan accepted by the 
WD will allow men who have 
been overseas, and men with 
dependent children to have 
priority of separatim.

An “Adjusted Service 
Rating Card" will be issued

1. Service credit—based 
upon the total number of 
months : of Army service 
Since Sept. 16, 1940, 

2. Overseas credit+- 
based wpon the number of 
months ‘served overseas. 

3, Combat credit--based 
upon the first and each 
additional award to. the 
individual. soldier of the 
Medal of Honor, Distine 
guished Service Cross, Le= 
gion of Merit, Silver Star, 
Distinguished Flying Cross, 
Medal, Bronze 
Medal, Air Medal, 
Purple . Heart, and Bronze 
Service Stars, 
the only. awards for which 
credit will be given. 

4, Parenthood credit-- 
which gives credit for 
each dependent child under 
18 up to a limit of three 
children. 

The value of the point 
credits will be announced 
after the end of the fight- 
ing in Europe. The total 
point score will be used 
to select surplus men from 
the theaters overseas and 
in the U.S. The score 
also will be used when “a 
certain portion of all 
these surplus men will be 
declared non-essential and 
returned to civilian life." 

In all cases, of course, 
the demands of military 
necessity and the needs of 
the war against Japan must 
first be met.
